The evening paper is destined to be 


he greatest journal of the day Its 
losition naturally gives it that advan* 
ige; and with the increase of cable lines 
irongh the seas, aud of land telegraph 


on shore, the advantage naturally 


tends mon, and more to the aid of 
the evening paper. One great ad- 
vantage; in itaelf, as affecting the 
European newt, in the fact that we are 
by longitude fire hours later than the 
time in Paris or London; hence the 
evening paper can, and does, scoop in 
moat of tbe important foreign news 
from all parts of Europe, and often baa 
it printed here before the nominal hour 
at which the occurenoee themselves took 
place. All additions to the number of 
ocean cables—all improvements in the 
science of telegraphy, are naturally on 
the side of the evening paper. The ad< 
vances of science in till directions, and 
•specially in the tendency to better and 
cheaper telegraphing, all tend to favor 
the evening- paper, even as to news in 
our own country. A well known journal- 
ist of experience believes that the time ia 
not distant "when the evening paperwill 
be the great journal of the day." His 
experience has shown him that "four- 
flfthi of the interesting newa of the day 
is published in the evening papers." 


Another factor that solves the ques-

V1TY ATTORNEY COLKRICK OS THE 


S'TTTTIfUHfH 
STRIKE. 


There has of late been much of a con- 


troversy in regard to the recent strike of 
Pitteburg bratcemen. 
This fact led Mr. 


Henry Coloriok, the attorney, to present 
the following report to the council last 
night: 
; 


"(Xwing to the fact that some careless 
well.as chronic newspapercorrespoud- 


ents have persistently sought by un- 
truthful communications and inflamma- 
»ry publications to injure the reputation 
of the city of fort Wayne as a law-abid- 
ing government. 
I respectfully ask 


eave of the council to make this report 
so that the true facts may be known to 
;hoso who are entitled to the informa- 
jon. 


"On Tuesday uight and Wednesday, 


he 14th of January, the strikers on the 
ate Pennsylvania company strike, in 
his city, began operations by abandon- 
ug trains, -und on Thursday following 
the city officials were notified .that the 
slrikcrs wore talcing possession of freight 
rains and refusing tlie company the Ifiw- 
'nl control of them. 
Thereupon 
tho 


nftyor, chief of police and sheriff pro- 
ceeded lo the sccno and finding the 
Htiikci'fl determined, a conciliation wan 
| held, and on Friday every expedient of 
abating tho riot was discussed and 


1 weighed. Tho oiTieerB went to tho scene 
of the strike, and upon a signal whistle 
of the strikers there gathered at the 


point 600 unemployed workmen, who a 
once Burrounded the officers, who rather 
than shed human blood in an unequa 
contest retired. Whereupon the city oil 
oials in consultation with the county am 
state officials agreed that the situation 
was extremely huzzardous, and th 
mayor issued his proclamation, command 
ing the rioters to disperse, which procla- 
mation was duly published and distribn 
ted at once throughout the city. An 
hour o! Saturday was fixed and at tin 
hour every police officer of the city ap 
peored at city headquarters armed anc 
ready for the Hun]. Many of the mas 
influential citizens importuned themayor 
not to bring on a bloody contest. His 
answer to all was that complaint on oath 
hud been on that day, Saturday, made 
before him by tlw company's agent aud 
that the law' would be 'enforced at ali 
bazzords, aud that now that the com- 
pany have sought their legal remedy i! 
would bo enforced. The mayor then ac- 
companied by the states attorney, county 
attorney, chief of police, sheriff of the 
county and myself, went to the scene of 
the strike. The mayor then addressed 
the strikers and told them they were 
guilty of violating the law, and that they 
must at once desist and obey the law. 
The strikers then called upon me. I told 
them they hod no alternative but to obey 
the law; that the law would be enforced 
if it was necessary to kill every striker; 
that obedience to the law was the only 
safety of government. I told them that 
it might be true that our - police force 
could not overcome them, but that the 
state would fornish 10,000 troops if.ne- 
cessary. I begged of them not to bring 
disgrace to our city and bloodshed and 
death to theirhome. They, then, through 
their spokesman, stated their grievances, 
and asked that they may be heard and 
considered. I told them they conld not 
and would not be heard until they put 
themselves in the attitude of law abiding 
citizens; that their first duty was to sur- 
render at once the company's property, 
and then I, with others, would see to it 
that their complaints were properly pre- 
sented to the legislature for remedy. 
Thereupon tho strikers asked for a short 
delay for consultation, after which they 
turned over to the company full control 
of its property, and the strike was over, 
and I, not as city .attorney, but as a 
citizen, drew a bill seeking to remedy 
their wrongs aud presented it to the leg- 
islature for notion. The city performed 
every request made 'by the railroad 
officials, and tbe strike was ended within 
ten bonrsafter the railroad officialsprop- 
erly invoked the aid of the law by mak- 
ing complaint under oath. 


"Other gentlemen were present and 


participated in the proceedings of the 
last meeting referred to, but I da not 
feel called upon to speak for them, but 
they will say nothing in contradiction of 
the above statement.
